Té tha recommendations anent 
a standatdised golf ball are given 
effect to, and there is no reason) 
why they should not, another 
Stage, and I suppose the final, 
will have been reached in the 
evolution. of the eluaive little 
sphere. It is a far cry back to 
the old feather balls of Gourlay’s 
days, to the] hammer-marked 
gutties cf Dunn, and ecen to the 
Ister Eclipses and Silvertown’'s. 

In the matter of price, how- 
ever, the old feather ball and the 
rubber core of to-day can shake 
hands—they are just abont equal. 
Bat in Issting quality we Live in 
a batter age, forin an important 
match in the old days it was nat 
unusual to use a new. ball at 
each hole. It must hava been 
rather expanaive golf when halls 
cost 2. 6d, to 5s. for the best. 

HOW THE FEATHER BALL 
WaS MADE. 

Considering-the work that was 
put into them the feather halls 
‘Were nos dear, fur these were not 
the days of machinery. Mr. Tho- 
mas Peter in his Reminiscences 
says :—— The leather was of un- 
fanned bull's hide. Two round 
Pieces forthe ends, and a stripe 
for the middle were. cut to suit 
tha weigh! wanted. These were 
properly shaped after being 
sufficiently softened and firmly 
sewed together, a small hole 
being left through which the 
feathers might afterwards be 
inserted. But before stuffing, it 
was through tbis little hole that 
the leather itself bad to be turned 
outsida in, so that the seams 
would ba inside, an operation nor 
witbout difficulty. . 

“The skin was then 
placed in. a: cup-shaped 
stand ithe worker having the 
feathers in an apron” in 
front cf bim) and the actual 
stofing done with a. erutch- 
handled steel rod, whieh the 
maker placed under his arm: and 
very hard work, I may add. it was. 
Thereafter the aperture was 
closed and Girmly sewed up: and 
this outside seam was the only 
one visible. When I say this I, 
of course, refer to the halls when 
new, Veterans showed the eff cts 


of service in open seams, with, 


feathers outleaking, and on a wet 
he water could be seen driven 
o7 in showers from a circle of 
protroding feathers as from a 
spray producer.” Tradition has 
he usual measure for the 
qoanitity of feathers required wag 
COMISG OF THE “GUTTY." > 
Searcbing round for a suitable 
substitute to make: the ball. some 
ingenious person hit on gutta 
perchs, and in a way it served its 
purpose. The early gutries were, 
like the leather. smooth of sur- 
face: but unlike the Jatter. the 
more one hacked them the better 
they New. It seemed strange. but 
nevertheless it was the case, and 
then the ingenious person who is 
never far away, made the sugzes- 
tion—" Why not hack them to 
begin with.” | 
Knowing no better 
they took the chisle end 
of a hammer, and dented the 
balls from top to bottom with 
Icngitudinal Enea. Then in play: 
under the backing of the heavy 
sand iron of those days, the 
Garkings got crisscrossed, and 
the balls flew even better than 
before. Eventually a machine was 
devised to put on'the cross mark- 
ing of the Inter gutta-percha balls. 
These were the days when the 
clubmaker was a balimaker as 
well, when he bought in his gutta- 
percha in sticks, cut it into suit- 
able sizes for balls, moulded, 
marked, and painted, and labelled 
them as his own special. Mostly 
they were of black gutta-percha, 
tthere was a red variety, which 
did not hack so readily as the 
black. The ballmaker was not 
finished with the ball after 
he had turned it .out the 
first time. After a round or two, 
it would find its way back to the 
workshap, there to havea the 
paint removed, be remoulded a 
shade smaller, and begin ‘its life 
over again. The favourite size 
was 274%; strong players would 
on occasion- use 2 29; while 
remade balls were usually class- 
ed ag 26. . -

Allof them have beard pretty talk of “the awakening 
of China.” a phrase whichis far to> glibly used by those who ought 
to know better, and many of them bave been content to judge China 
aud the Chinese by men of the type of those who have represented 
the Par Eastern Republic at the Peace Conferencé or those who 
represent their country abrozad—* Westernised ” Chinese shall we 
callthem? Men, at soy rate, who have a veneer of Western ideas 

- about them, who can converse flucntly in foreign tongues and who 
are given to the utterance of fine-sounding democratic sentiments. 
We fear thattoo many Europeans and Americans, in their own 
country, imagine when they neet a dapper young Chinese, attired 
inthe conventional frock coat and silk hat. that. here they havea 
typical representative of a people burning to free thentselves from 


" age-long oppression and conservatism. By men of this stamp is 
China jodged abroad, and when they talk of fighting for the Con- 


stitution and of their determimation to “save the country,” they find 
ready listeners whoare easily gulled into believing that Chinese 
political crises represent a battle between an oppressive militarism 
and a modern, enlightened democracy. It is 2 very fine dream, but 
only a dream. : 

True, there are informed writers in these Western countries 
who know tho facts and who now and then seek to explain the 
situation in all its nakednesr. Such astheseis Mr. J.O.P. Bland, 
who of late has been contributing a series of most admirable articles 
3m the leading London papars on Far Eastern affairs.
